lie came to Coleman in 1913 and 
has resided here since. 

During his many years in the 
Pass, Chris worked as a master 
mechanic for the McGillivray and 
International Mines of the Cole¬ 
man Collieiies until last November 
when he retired. 

He learned his trade in the steel 
factories around Sheffield, Eng¬ 
land. He was a member of the 
Coleman Board of Trade and of 
the Coleman Rodeo Board. 

While working at the mine in 
Coleman Chris lost his right arm 
just below the shoulder when he 
caught it in the wheels of a con¬ 
veyor. On his retirement from the 
mine last December 30, he was 
presented with a gold watch from 
the Coleman Collieries and staff 
for his many years of service. 

Mr. Rogers was also recently 
awarded with a safe driving cer¬ 
tificate for having driven a record 
of 33,000 accident-free miles from 
1950 to 1958 in his duties around 
the mine properties. 

Chris was predeceased by a son 
Flying Officer Rogers, who died on 
duty over England on November 
6, 1943. while serving with the 
RCAF.

Police officers said Bettinger 
must have left the house shortly 
after the shooting, stayed in the 
bushes in the mountains all night 
and then doubled back to the 
house sometime Sunday afternoon. 

After treatment in the Crows 
Nest Pass Hospital, Mrs. Houze 
was taken to a Calgary hospital 
where she is now under the cure 
of a specialist.

WAKE UP CBC! 

When Canadian Labor Congress met in 
Winnipeg, they discussed setting up a new po¬ 
litical party. They also discussed the contro¬ 
versial diesel dispute, and delegates suggest¬ 
ed that a committee of Congress wait on Prime 
Minister Diefenbaker to ask him to take a 
stand on the matter. 

The Prime Minister spoke to Congress 
against this dramatic background. It was a 
tense occasion. According to the press, there 
had been a plot among certain delegates to 
give him a cool reception. When he came on 
the platform, there was a mixture of boos and 
cheers - with most of the cheers coming from 
the visitors' gallery. 

CBC's TV camera was very prominent. 
CBC's radio microphones and those of private 
radio stations were set up. Newspaper report¬ 
ers were plentiful. 

This was Big News. 

Would Mr. Diefenbaker knuckle under 
and force CPR to delay implementing the Roy¬ 
al Commission Report on the diesel dispute? 
Would he mention the formation of the new 
political party? How would he respond to the 
planned coolness of the CLC reception? 

These questions were in all minds. For¬ 
tunately for me, I live in Winnipeg and was 
able to attend the Congress meeting, andnj 
heard the Prime Minister give one of the most 
statesmanlike speeches of his career. 

But what of those who could not get to 
hear and see him against this dramatic back¬ 
ground? 

Surely it could have been expected that 
the CBC, which costs the people many millions 
of dollars a year, would give full TV coverage. 
What did they give? About three minutes! 

The speech was broadcast in full by a pri¬ 
vate station, CKY, in Winnipeg. Surely if a 
private radio station, which gets no subsidy 
from the taxpayers, could broadcast the en¬ 
tire speech, our government-subsidized Tele¬ 
vision system should have brought us at least 
half the speech. 

CBC's Press and Information Service in¬ 
creased its expenditures by about two hundred 
thousand dollars - it spends almost a million 
in total - to "sell" the state broadcasting sys¬ 
tem and programs to Canadians last year. 

Surely CBC would do a better selling job 
by being more alert to Canadian interests. Or 
is Mr. Diefenbaker getting the cold shoulder 
because he has intimated on more than one 
occasion that he doesn't think the CBC's mon¬ 
opoly should be so complete? 

It looks like it.

REWARDS 

Any person who has tried to organize a 
Rodeo in a country town knows one thing for 
sure - the prize money must be big if you want 
to attract top talent. Rewards, incentives, pri¬ 
zes, call them what you will, are important to 
the success of most ventures. 

I thought about this when reading a book 
called "The Future Of The Welfare State", 
which consists of a series of seven Oxford lec¬ 
tures. Throughout the book, it is pointed out 
again and again that part of the trouble with 
Britain's economy has been the whittling away 
of the incentives which once spurred the peo¬ 
ple to high ambition. 

"So long as we offer to people of respon¬ 
sibility and skill," writes Peter Goldman, "in¬ 
centives that are laughable by American or 
Russian standards, and fiscally punish our top 
productive talents with the heaviest weight of 
direct taxation imposed anywhere in the world 
progress will be slow. The significant growth 
of our national income is going to depend, as 
it always has done, largely on the activities 
and decisions of exceptional men and women. 
To induce them to do the exceptional things 
of which they alone are capable is part of the 
very mechanism of creating the necessities-
